Curfing | 
and Swearing, Drunkennefs and Lewdnefs, be pu- 
nifh’d in fich an exemplary Manner among our 
Sea-Oificers and Mariners, as may reform our Na- 
vy, and pat usin Hopes, that God will blefsthem 
tor the Protection of our Trade and County ; which 
was its ofiginal Defign. "Till the fame abominable
